of the machinery required in develop- 
ing tho vast commercial intereBts to be 
created along the northern shores of 
the- Pacific. The capitalists who are 
bound by contract to build the Cuna 
dian Pacific railway were ottered tliese 
coal fields. They declined to accept 
thjem if tiipy were coupled with a con- 
dition to build a railwtiy from lisqui- 
malt to Nanaimo. .It was desirable 
that one company should ctflUrol the 
Canadian railway .system from east to 
west'. But that is not to be. The 
lands that lie between Eaquimalt and 
Nanaimo are still held by tho Domin- 
ion governmoiit, who, it is said, arc 
anxious to have a new syndicate form- 
ed to construct the line. But il is lo 
the interest of the Canadian By«dicatc 
to get hold of tho coal lands and dcl.iy 
the construction of tho Island road for 
a long time.
